ominous clouds in Europe, with a reawakened Ger- 
many obviously preparing to range itself along- 
side of Italy in any clash that may arise with 
France, and with Japanese and Soviet troops mass- 
ing on the eastern border of Muscovy, the economic 
conferences must be counted. There is no peace 
advocate like trade; no urge to war and unrest like 
a nation stagnant for lack of trade.

What is to come of practical relief from the 
Washington conferences is not yet announced. 


Represéntatives are not plenipotentiaries. They 
must report back to their own govvernments be- 
fore formal contracts can be made. Roosevelt and 
his advisers have made it clear however that they 
are keen to effect tariff reductions to permit trade 
to flow with less restriction. Ramsay MacDonald 
before he left America for England allowed him- 
self q liberty of optimistic expression unusual to 
that canny Scot. Our own Premier Bennett wore 
at departure a smile that the press photographers 
captured for prairie dwellers, 

Where Ramsay MacDonald was silent, Chair- 
man Pittman of the Senate foreign relations 
committee was free to speak. Senator Pittman an- 
nounces that the U.S. government is willing to 
accept $200,000,000 of forthcoming war debt pay- 
ments in silver on a valuation of not more than 50 
cents an ounce. Silver is now selling at 36 cents 
an ounce. The experts value this concession as 
being equivalent to 30 per cent cut in the June pay- 
ments. The chairman of the foreign relations com- 
mittee says that this concession is applicable to 
the defaulted payments (of the non-British nations) 
and to the June payments. The question of future 
payments is to be left to the Economic Conference. 
However, a reduction of 30 per cent in the June 
payment is a satisfactory start.

Any day may bring a statement from the, Cana- 
dian premier—if it is not made before this writ- 
ing appears. Roosevelt is said to be seeking a cut 
in the Canadian auto duties, and reduced rates for 
U.S. chemicals, machinery and electric equipment, 
and in return to be willing to reduce rates on 
Nova Scotia and British Columbia coals, on fish, 
lumber, cattle and dairy products.

The whole system of burials as 
existing in Edmonton was reviewed 
Thursday afternoon at the regular

the expense of which is borne by 
the city
